A good example would be a 29,6 
mes dipole, Length in feet = 
468/29.6=15,81 or 15 feet 9 3/4 
inches. 


The directional properties of a 
dipole are maximum radiation at 
right angles from the antenna 
and none from the ends, If we 
take a dipole and construct it 
in a circle we lose no advantage 
in efficiency but we gain 4 
radiation null which is very 
accurate in determining the dire 
ection of the incoming signal, 


A circular dipole or loop in- 
Gicates a very sharp minimun 
signal arriving broadside, there- 
fore indicating the direction ~ 
of the transmitter, 


A loop having a circumference of 
15.81 feet would be to large to 
be convénient and by reducing the 
size of the loop and loading the 
ends with capacity we may still 
hold the frequency to 29.6 mes, 
The smaller loop the more cape 
acity is needed and the bandwidth
